© Insert four AA batteries in the 
supplied adapter, matching 
the polarity symbols (-1- and -) 
marked inside. 

® Place the adapter inside the 
compartment, matching the 
polarity (-1- and -) symbols 
marked on your vehicle. 

0 Use a coin to secure the latch 
and lock the adapter or battery 
pack in place. 

If you are using a 6V rechargeable 
battery pack: 

Place the battery pack in the compartment, matching the 
polarity (-1- and -) marked on your vehicle. 


Using alkaline batteries slightly decreases the 
speed of your vehicle.

O Turn your transmitter off. 

© Remove your battery 
compartment cover. 

© Insert the 9V battery in the 
compartment, matching the 
polarity (-1- and -) marked inside. 

0 Replace the cover and snap it in 
place.
